I am the named inventor of the above-identified patent 
application. 

The emergency escape mask disclosed and claimed in the 
above-identified patent application is sold commercially in 
Israel, the United States, the United Kingdom and throughout 
Europe . 

Our selling price is US$ 5.75 per mask, but our worldwide 
suppliers ask for a much higher prices as stated in their 
internet sites. 

The mask is sold in the United States under the Trademark 
Breath of Life®. Over 100,000 masks have been sold in the US. 

The mask is sold in the United Kingdom under the names 
Safetyhood™, Evac-Hood™ and Bio-hood™. Over 100,000 masks have 
been sold in the United Kingdom; over 50,000 masks were sold 
in the first week after the terror attacks in London of July 
7^^ 2005. 
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In Australia, the masks are sold under the name EEM; over 
15,000 masks have been sold in Australia. 

The masks have been sold under the name Muski™ in Japan, 
Singapore, Saudi Arabia, Turkey, Germany, Austria, France, 
Italy, Spain, Greece, Norway and several South American 
countries. Over 200,000 Muski™ masks have been sold. 

The flat foldability and pocket size of these masks make 
it easy to store and carry wherever you go; the use of the 
separate elastic bands for sealing reduces the cost and 
enables quick donning while providing a reliable seal . The 
adjustment ability of the mask and seals prevents accumulation 
of CO2 in the mask while in use that is a fundamental 
requirement in all gas masks official specifications and 
enables easy breathing that is also one of the requirements in 
the above specifications. 

The European Committee for Standardization (CEN) has 
prepared nowadays a standard for Personal Protective Equipment 
PM-750 (wvjw.pin-7 50 . coiTi) which, provides a further basis for 
potential customers such as concerning citizens, governments, 
security companies, public institutes, etc., to purchase 
escape masks. The masks according to the claimed invention are 
thought to comply with the PM-750 standard.
